FAILS TO BLOW OPEN SAFE 



The Auto Was Out of Gasoline After he 

Hod Left the Bank and he w<-s Forced 

lo-M.tie His E cape on Foot 
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A lone automobiliat made an unsuc- 
' ceasful attempt to rob the Citizens 
bank at Area about on? o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning, but after breaking 
into the bank and setting ott an exploii- 
ive In the endeavor to force open the 
safe containing the money, .he evident- 
ly became frightened at the noiee and 
left the building without further effort 
to get into the big steel depository. 
And making his way to a limousine 
auto which, he had secreted behind the 
slaughter yards, he found that the car 
balked and would not carry him awav 
from the scene of action— therefore he 
had to "beat It" on foot, but even in 
that manner he made his escape and \» 
still at large. 

The unfortunate part of the affair Is 
the foilure of a man named Pufall, a 
car' inspector of the Soo Line railroad, 
to make an effort to apprehend the man 
or at least sound an ala^m after he had 
heard an explosion and had seen a man 
dashing awav from the bank building. 
The fact that he was willing to let the 
matter drop and return quietly to his 
dining for the lunch he was eating is 
^'^^^^^Jt'-^nftbled the would-be robber to 
' ' ; make his escape, i 

The auto la an Allen, seven-passenger 
Model 40, made at Fostario, Ohio. It 
bears the number P6.414, III. The c&r 
is owned by Horry Cakes, a taxlcab 
operator out of the union station, 

It was about 1 o'clock that Pufall, re- 
turned to his home from Leighton, 
where he inspects cars, went Into the 
house for his lunch as Is his custom. He 
had just seated himself at the table 
when he heard an explosion. Rushing 
to the front door, he saw a man runn- 
ing fast kway from the bank just op- 
posite his home. PufaU returned to the 
house and resumed his lunch. 

When Irving Payne cashier of the 
bank went to open the door, he found 
it already unlocked. He did not take 
long to find that an attempted bank 
robbery had been tried. Here is what 
a search showed: 
^ That somebody had stepped Into the 

lobby of the bank, had used a glass- 
cutter with which to cut a piece of the 
plate glass near the door knob; that 
they had then reache'd inside and turn- 
ed the knob which gave them entrance 
to the bank.' 

The fellow or fellows then went in- 
sldoi knocked off the knob on the big 
safe and Inserted a charge of some ex- 
plosive, probably dynamite. They then 
stepped oft into one corner of the bank 
and set off explosives by using electric 
batteries. The dicsovery of wires 
showed how thoy had tried to break the 
door open. ' The batteries were not 
found hence the belief Is that the aulo- 
ists took them from his car and later 
carried them away when ho ran from 

the bank. 

This bank is the same one which was 
robbed a couple of years ago at which 
time the robbers were more successful, 
getting a goo(^ sum of money for their 

effort. '.

PIRST HUNTER 

ARRESTED ON FARM 

UNDER NEW RULE 

A Novak, Waukegan young man wos 
placed under orrcat Monday afternoon 
by Deputy ShprlfT Clinton Green when 
he was caught hunting on the Rasmus- 
son farm near Spnuldlngs Corners. His 
arrest wos the first to occur In Lake 
county under thp new, rule of the su- 
pervisors which prohibits all hunting 
on farms in the districts infeoted with 
foot and mouth disease. Th» fear is 
fult that the hunters may carry the 
disease fromone farm to another. Com- 
plaint was mode to the aherift's oflicc 
and the deputy hastened to the scene 
and placed Novak under nrreat. 

Novak at ilrit was Inclined to resist 
arrest but his gun was wrested from 
him and he was taken to Waukegan. 
He was j];iv(>n a severe lecture and was 
ini'ormt'd that If he, ever Is detected in 
another violation he will be punished 
severely. Ho was then dismissed. The 
authorities intend tokeep a sharp watch 
and announce that arr-ast and propecu- 
tion will be the lot of hunters persist In 
violating the new rule thai was laid 
down as a precautionary move In seek- 
ing to eliminate the disease. 

Physicinns are nearly unanimous that 
the foot and mouth disease cannot be 
communicated to human beinRs through 
Che (ating of meat even though it may 
come from infected cattle, but that the 
real danger lies in drinking unboiled 
milk or in eating butter made from the 
milk of a cow that was infected with 
the disease.

Dr. C. H. Jackson Dead 

The Rev. Henry G, Jackson, D- D., a 
former district superintendent of the 
Methodist Episcopal church di'- ' at his 
residence In Klver Forest Tuesauy. 

Dr. Jackeon was twelve years district 
superintendent, six years In each of two 
ChicuKO districts. He was barn Jan- 
1, 1838, in Manchester, Ind.. and ^^ouid 
have been 77 years of age at the close

He came to Chicago in 1883 and be- 
came pastor of the Centenary Method- 
ist Episcopal church, West Monroe and 
South Mor^un streets, at a time when 
Centenary' church was one of the lead- 
ing churcnvs of thecity^ 

In 18C8 tie was appointed superinten- 
dent of nis church in South America, 
with headquarters in Buenos Aires, 
where he lemained ten years. He 
ertcted the first methodist church in 
South America. 

He was the author of a Spanfeh hymn 
book which is still the stondurd work 
among the Spanish speaking people in 
evangelical churches. 

Funeral service will he held In the 
River Forest Methodist church Thurs- 
day at 2 o'clock. Burial at Rosehill. 
His widow, Ave sons and two daughters 
survive him.

One of the state vetcrinaries cam • 
from Chicago toGurnee Sunday, and 
after Koi"g over the various farms 
which have been exposed to the foot- 
mouth disease, returned to Chicago 
with this announcement being made 
before he left: 

"Some day this week, probably Tues- 
day or Wednesday, I shall send a man 
from Chicago. He will arrange at once 
to kill 42 head of cattle on the Mc- 
CuUoURh brothers farm at Gurnee," 

The state man said It would be ne- 
cessary before the animals are shot, 
to provide a long trench in which they 
will be dumped as they are shot and 
then lime will be thrown on their car- 
casses as is being done in the Chicago 
stock yards. 

There are no other cases of the dis 
ease among the cattle in Warren town- 
ship, according to the state officer. He 
went over pvery one of the farms 
which ha<'e been quarantined and after 
inspecting the her'Js made the announce- 
ment that the disease was confined to 



The above advice was given out Mon- 
day by City Physician Foley who said 
people cannot be too careful in view of 
the presence of foot and mouth disease 
in the community. 

He said he thought that milk should 
be heated to at least from HO to IGO 
degrees, the pasteurizing temperature 
and It would be better yet if it were to 
be boiled a few minutes to kill all 
germs. With regard to meat he said 
all of this should be cooked thoroughly 
to prevent possible infection. 

There seems to be a growing desire 
on the part of Waukegan people to 
take every precaution to save them- 
selves from contracting foot and mouth 
disease which experts declare can be 
transmitted from an animal to a hu- 
man being. That human beings can 
contract the disease has been learned 
conclusively by at least one Waukegan 
man.

Speakers Says Newspaper Should In- 
vestigate Merits of Medicines Be- 
fore Barring Adverttaoments. 

That an organized attempt haa boon 
mado to blacken tho reputation of tho 
popular family remedies of this coun- 
try, and to mislead tho newBpai>er 
publiahors Into rejecting tho adver- 
tising of such medicines, waa tho 
chargo made by Carl J. Ualllett. of 
Muffnlo, N. v., at the convention of tlio 
Advertising Amilatlon at Detroit. 

Mr. Ralllctt is a director of tho Pro- 
prietary Association of America, which 
includes in Its membership two hun- 
dred firms which make tho popular 
prepared niedlclnea of America. 

Mr. Iialllott pointed out that It Is 
tho duty of the newspaper publisher 
to refuse tho advertlalng of any fake 
or fraudulent medicine, Just as It la 
hia duty to refuse any fake or fraudu- 
lent advertising, but It Is not right to 
shut down on all medical advertising 
bocauBo there have been some fakors, 
any more than it would be right to 
refuse to publish all department store 
advertising because certain storca 
have made a practice of lying about 
bargain sales. 

Disease and death are mysteries. 
People who are perfectly well are 
skeptical. They laugh at the time- 
worn patent medicine Joke, Juat as 
they laugh again and again over the 
many variations of tho operation joke 
— "The oiwratlon waa a succeas but 
tho patient died." This so-called hu- 
mor has perhaps hurt tho medicine 
buafneaa with well people, but when 
tho hitherto healthy man foela a se- 
vere pain or illness, he Immediately 
wants medicine, and will hieaa tho 
cure whether It be at the handa of a 
regular doctor, a homeopath, an osteo- 
path, a Christian Scientist or patent. 
medfcine. There Is nothing mora 
deadly than disease; .nothing more 
honorable than lo euro It. . 

Mr. Lhtlllett refuted the Idofi sought 
to bo apread about that patent medi- 
cines are unpopular, by showing that 
from 1900 to 1912 tho amount of pre- 
pared medicines cousumed In America 
increased from $100,C6o,000 to |1G0,- 
000.000 annually. He showed that, al- 
though the American Medical Associ- 
ation Is trying as'an organlzatloa to 
exterminate so-called 'patent medi- 
cines, the family doctor, ,l{idlvldually. 
Is not fighting- them, hut.preBcrlblng 
them, He estimated tl^UjlD^' of the 
'prescriptions written tJy7dad(or& today 
Include proprietary 'medlelnea. •' 

The writings of pr.'Hirvey W.-.Wl- 
ley. he said, have' alao' aimed to .do- 
.stroy confidence 'In proprietary njedl- 
qlues:. biit'dAt Dr.<;AVUejr'8i|d(»i}9 are 
not Infallible la shown hy^pa^ea where 
his analyses were entirely wrong. Mr. 
Dalllett mentioned a case where, with 
all the power of the Government, ha 
fought a preparation as being danger- 
ous to health, ahd waa" Inglorlously 
walloped. '" - '- ■ 

There haa o.ecn Bnread'the Idea that 
a clever faker can mix a few useless 
Ingredients' and, by smart advertising, 
sell tons of It and win audden wealth; 
whereas, as a matter of fact, the medi- 
cine business Is notoriously dlfflcult, 
and, where there has been one success 
at It, there have been a hundred fail- 
ures. Any medicine which haa no 
merit cannot live, because - persons 
who are duped Into buying It once will 
not buy It again; and the profit from 
advortlaing a medicine can only corns 
from repeat sales to the same. Batls- 
fled people. Therefore, any medlclns 
which has been on the market for a 
number of years, and Is stilt adver- 
tised, must have merit behind It to ao 
count for Its succeas. 

In conclusion Mr. Balllett declared 
that no newspaper la doing justice to 
Its readers in the matter of medical 
or other advertising, unless It Investi- 
gates, noi only the wording of the ai 
vortlsement offered for , publication* 
but the merits of the article advo!^ 
tlsed. Ho pointed out that the few 
newspapers who have been deluded 
Into the policy of barring out medical 
advertising have adopted this general 
policy, rather than to form an Inves- 
tigation bureau of this' kind which 
could. In a constructive and useful ef- 
fort, investigate and decide what li 
a good product and what Is a fraud,. 
In. not only the medicine bualneaa, but 
Inevery' other buBln^aa which advor- 
Uses Its wares to the. public. 
,„The audience Beemed. to agree with 
Mr. Balllett'a Ideas on the subject and 
tho clj&lrman decided the 'question at. 
Issue In' his favor.
